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SHEILA — (A  Coleman  Origination)  There  are  many  good  mid-season  and  late  varieties  but 
varieties  of  high  merit  combined  with  early  blooming  are  scarce.  SHEILA  is  extremely  early  and 
this  reason  makes  it  in  such  heavy  demand. 

Mr.  Stephen,  the  big  winner  at  the  Boston  show,  describes  it  well:  “With  me  it  was  magnifi- 
cent; enormous  blooms  of  rich  salmon  color  and  wonderful  texture.”
